zastava has been increased to 60. A senior lieutenant is in charge of ht*4*s£ 
zastava and a sergeant is in charge of a petka* Under the chief of tho j^y ^ 
s&st&va there are a number of sergeants who are chiefs of the petkas* Ir^ 
addition, there is a kitchen, a v/ell for water* one stable with five to^sioc 
horses , one club room where the staff may rest*, and one building fox v officers 
.oral their families. Each zastava lias several machine ‘gun nests ard two watch 
-towers » Sockets are fired at night to warn the guards to stay awake** 

Armament at the zastavas consists of short automatic rifles, five— shot rifles* 
hand, grenades (two per soldier), machine guns, and 'some rockets, 

3, Soviet border posts along the Soviet— Iranian border are subordinate to an 
administrative - organisation known as a ahtab* which in turn is subordinate 
to the komendatura* For example, the follwing posts are subordinate to the 
Qnraq shtafos Serachli* Karimbeglu, Alishar, A rabyaeghad, Ttaehfcand, and 
Shah Takhti, **?he commander (nachalnik) of the Quraq shtab holds tbs rank 
of lieutenant colonel. He has two assistants with the rank of major and one 
assistant with the rank of captain.
